JEFFERSON CITY, July 1— 
The mysteriously culated peti- 
tions for submission under the ini- 
tiative of the 100,000-word Insur- 
ance Code, which failed of passage 
in the last Legislature, were filed 
in the office of Secretary of State 
Dwight Brown late yesterday, and 
will go on the ballot at the No- 
vember election. 

The cost to the State which will 
result will be approximately $400,- 
000, of which about $275,000 will be 
distributed by Brown to Demo- 
cratic newspapers, one or more in 
each county, which he will select 
for the official publication. 

The source of the petitions, which 
have been in circulation for twa 
months, has been veiled in mien 
secrecy, circulators having evaded 


questions as to where they obtained 


the petitions and who was paying 
them for.their work,..In several 
places, however, it has been learned 
from persons circulating the peti- 
tions that they came from the local 
newspaper publishers, who will 
profit from the official printing. 


59,000 Names on Petitions. 
William T. Powers, a St. Louis 
which 
were signed with 59,705 names, 
meeting the Constitutional require- 
ment that they must be signed by 
5 per cent of the voters in two- 
thirds of the congressional districts 
of the State. Powers was quoted 
by employes of the Secretary of 
State as having said that he repre- 
sented “insurance - interests and 
some other parties.” 

Brown, who is a candidate for re- 
election and who will thus have a 
tidy sum to distribute in a cam- 
paign year to newspapers which 
support him, said recently that he 
had no knowledge of the circula- 
tion of the petitions. 

Representatives of the Missouri 
Press Association also have denied 
any connection with the petitions.

Minister of Finance Says Daily Re- 
ceipts Are $9,900,000.

PARIS, July 1—Vincent Auriol, 
French Minister of Finance, told 
the Finance Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies today that 
gold has been returning to France 
at the rate of 


daily ($9,900,000). 


Weakness of the French franc, 
caused by unsettled fiscal condi- 
tions, has resulted in a total gold 
loss by the Bank of France of about 
$730,000,000 during the period March 
7-June 12. The recent date of gold 
outflow to all countries was about 
100,000,000 francs ($6,600,000) daily. 


FOOD HIGHEST SINCE 193! 


Prices Retail Advance 2.1 Per 
Cent in June.

WASHINGTON, July 1—The 
Department of Labor reported to- 
day that the retail price of food 
rose 2.1 per cent during the two 
weeks ending June 16, the advance 
bringing the cost of focd to the 
highest level since April, 1931. 
.The principal .factors contribut- 
ing to the advance were continued 
increases in prices for fresh fruits 
and vegetables and higher prices 
for butter and eggs, the department 
said. Food costs during the two 
weeks were 2.8 per cent above those

92 Pct. of Employes Took Part in 
Election, Steel Owners Say. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July § 1.—Returns 
from recent elections in major 
steel] plants under employe repre- 
sentation plans were announced by 
the American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute today. 

In face of the drive headed by 
John L. Lewis to organize _ steel 
workers in a new industrial union, 
the institute said a compilation of 
the returns showed 92 per cent of 
employes of the industry participat- 
ed in the elections in 30 leading 
plants. 

The election returns were  pre- 
sented in a formal statement which 
followed the institute’s announce- 
ment at the outset of the week that 
the industry would “use its re- 
sources” to oppose the’closed shop. 

The statement said 254,029 out of 
275,674 employes of the 30 com- 
panies eligible to vote had cast se- 
cret ballots, electing 1898 represen- 
tatives for “collective ‘bargaining 
with management.” 

“The high percentage of. partici- 
pation in the 1936 elections indi- 
cates increasingly active interest by 
employes of the steel industry in 
the employe representation plan,” 
it continued. 

“In the elections held one year 
ago, ballots ~ere cast by 90 per 
cent of the employes while in 1934 
approximately 85 per cent of the 
employes voted in the elections.” 

The statement explained “every 
precaution is taken to avoid undue 
influence or interference with vot- 
ers in any fashion.” 


“Relations between employes and 
employers of the steel industry have 
been harmonious under employe 
representation plans,” it added. 
“About 73 per cent, or three out of 
four cases, were settled in the em- 
ployes’ favor while only 16 per cent

Delegate Assails Great Powers. 

A vigorous denunciation of the 
great Powers for the collapse of 
sanctions, by® Charles Te Water of 
the Union of South Africa, stirred 
the assembly. 

Te Water recalled “the noble pro- 
testations of Britain's Foreign Sec- 
retary (then Sir Samuel Hoare) 
which seemed to the whole world 
the essence and spirit of the new 
age, because he called for collec- 
tive maintenance of the covenant 
and resistance to acts of unpro- 
voked aggression.” 

He declared the League covenant 
was falling to pieces because 50 
nations, led by three of the most 
powerful, “are about to declare it 
powerless to protect the weakest 
from destruction.” Renunciation of 
sanctions, he added, will shatter for 
generations all international confi- 
dence and all hope of realizing 
world peace. 

Te Water announced South Africa 
was prepared to maintain sanctions, 
which step alone, he said, would 
maintain the League as an instru- 
ment of security. 

Canada For Lifting Sanctions. 

Vincent Massey, of Canada, told 
the delegates that continuation of 
an ineffective economic pressure on 
Italy would be worse than useless. 
Canada, he said, does not accept the 
idea that League members should 
resort to compulsion, including 
war, for the reason such a step 
might lead to serious disturbances, 

“There is no alternative,” fle 
added, “but for Canada to support 
the discontinuance of sanctions.” 

A veiled threat of wholesale res- 
irnation from the League was seen 
in a resolution adopted at a meet- 
ing of the Foreign Ministers of 
Denmark, Finland, Norway, Swe- 
den, The Netherlands, Spain, and 
Switzerland. 


The resolution said that “the 
worsening international situation 
and cases in which there has been 
resort to force in recent years” 
raised doubts in these countries 
as to “whether the conditions in 
which they assumed obligations 
under the covenant still exist to a 
satisfactory degree.”

Seven Called Before Grand 
Jury Give Assurances to 
Circuit Attorney. 


Seven Catholic priests who were 
called before the grand jury yester- 
day afternoon to discuss lotto 
games held recently in their par- 
ishes assured Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller today that no more 
such games would be permitted un- 
der the sponsorship of societies in 
their churches. 

The priests were called at the re- 
quest of Miller, who pointed out 
that recent police reports had men- 
tioned the games and that some 
had been held after police had re- 
quested that they be canceled. The 
priests were preceded before the 
grand jury by Sergt. Joseph Walk- 


er, in charge of the police gambling 
squad. 

Archbishop Glennon in 1933  or- 
dered lotto games for cash prizes 
stopped in all Catholic churches, 
saying, in a circular letter, that 
they “conflict with the civil law 
and the spirit of the church, and, 
in form, savor of commercialized 
gambling.” The Archbishop par- 
ticularly objected to the advertising 
of lotto games by signs on church 
premises.

Those amazing Chicago Cubs who 
have finished the month of June 
with 21 victories and five defeats 
for a percentage of .808, tomorrow 
wilk begin ancther month of play 
which will do much to determine 
whether the Cubs will repeat as Na- 
tional League champions.

NEW YORK. July 1.—Another 
fight betweer Joe Louis and Max 


schmeling is in tne offing. 

Mike Jacobs, promoter of the 
Twentieth Century Club, said today 
if he failed to reach an agreement 
with Madison Square Garden rela- 
tive to a Schmeling-Braddock battle 
for the heavyweight title, he would 
immediately rematch Louis and 
schmeling for a September date. 

Mike has offered the Garden 


three propositions: (1) He will buy 
the Garden’s contract on Braddock; 
(2) He will sell the Garden his own 
contract on Schmeling, or (3) He 

will go in with the Garden on a 
joint. promotion, provided the fight 
is held in one of the ball parks 
which he controls and not in the. 
Garden’s Long Island bowl. | 

It seems that both sides are play- 
ing poker, with both afraid to call. | 
The time element will soon an 
both hands to a show-down. 

By the terms of its contract with | 
the champion, the Garden must | 
name a challenger satisfactory to} 
Braddock by the twenty-ninth of 
this month. 

The Garden threatens to name 
John Henry Lewis, the light-heavy- 
weight champion, whom it controls, 
and whom Braddock has already 
beaten. 

Commission Would Oppose It. 

The Boxing Commission will turn 
down this proposal because it is. 
already on record with Schmeling 
as its only. suitable and acceptable 
challenger. 

If Jacobs carries out his threat 
to rematch Louis and Schmeling, 
the Garden and Braddock will be 
jeft holding an empty bag. In that 
event Jacobs would have another 
huge gate and the Garden would 
have a champion, but nobody to 
fight him. And at the moment the 
champion is as short of money as a 
Chihuahua is of hair. 

Both Mike Jacobs and Joe 
Jacobs, Schmeling’s manager, be- 
lieve another Louis-Schmeling fight 
would draw far more than the last 
which grossed over half a million 
dollars. 

Said Joe: “Max would like a crack 
at the title, of course, but in a title 
bout he would get a very small per- 
centage. In a return bout with 
Louis he would get three or four 
times as much as he would in a 
title bout. Therefore, we'c just as 
soon fight Louis again.”

WASHINGTON, July 1.—The Gov- 
ernment closed its 1936. fiscal year 
last night with the latest tabula- 
tions—for June 27—showing re- 
ceipts of $4,086,425,554 and a deficit 
in excess of $4,723,000,000. 

The income compared with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s budget estimate 
of $4,410,000,000. a calculation which, 
however, included $529,000,000 in 
expected processing taxes subse- 
quently invalidated by the Supreme 
Court. 

The 1936 income, records showed, 
was $293,000,000 greater than .that 
collected a year ago, despite the 
loss of the processing levy. 

As of June 27, the Government 
had spent $8,809,923,537 and _ the 


590,295. The year’s final totals will 
ibe given by Secretary Morgenthau 
in a radio address tonight. 

Big Gain in Receipts. 

Current year receipts showed big 
gains in virtually all categories of 
revenue. The total officials said 
already was in excess of revenue 
collected in such years as 1928 and 
1929, when the Treasury’s income 
aggregated $4,042,000,000 and $4,- 
033,000,000, respectively.

GOV. LEHMAN WILL RUN. | 

Gov. Lehman of New York will make the race to 
succeed himself. On May 20, he announced he would 
not again be a candidate. Subsequently, he reaffirmed | 
that decision. Meantime, events have occurred he | 
could not have foreseen. The Supreme Court's deci- 
sion, voiding New York’s minimum wage law for 
women and minors, was a shock to the Governor, who 
regarded the measure as among the triumphs of his 
administration. Later came the Smith letter, which 
he resented on both party and personal accounts. 

It is known, too, that the Governor was subjected 
to extraordinary pressure to reconsider his position. 
On the record, he was the strongest man to head the 
ticket. He had run ahead of the national ticket in 
1932, and in °34 had polled an even larger vote. At

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ANOTHER BLOW AT THE WAGNER ACT. 

The Wagner Labor Disputes: Act has gone before 
a second Federal Circuit Court of Appeals and for 
the second time it has been held unconstitutional by a 
court of that rank. Two weeks ago, three appellate 
Judges, sitting at New Orleans, unanimously found 
the National Labor Board without power to require 
a Pennsylvania corporation to reinstate employes

len, the only woman member of the Federal judiciary,

Like the Appeals Court at New Orleans, that at. 
Cincinnati based its ruling on an emphatically stated 
view of the United States Supreme Court, recently 
made the basis of the decision knocking out the Guf- 
fey-Snyder Bituminous Coal Act. This is that the 
commerce clause of the Constitution does not confer 
upon Congress the power to regulate wages and hours 
in intrastate business. 

We have covered this point many times; there is no 
need of elaborating on it now. Suffice it to say that 
the Cincinnati decision again vindicates the prophecy 
'that the ill-advised Wagner Act would have rough 
‘sailing in the Federal courts.

HE Senate Committee on Air Safety, aft- 
Te months of investigating the catastro- 

phe of May 6, 1935, in which Senator Cut- 
ting and four others were killed, produces a 
report damning to the Bureau of Air Com- 
merce. 

Secretary Roper is called upon by the 
committee to reorganize and reform the bu- 
reau. He is asked to get politics out of it 
and efficiency into it, to the end that people 
traveling on the air lines may have safety. 

The crash near Kirksville, Mo., the com- 
mittee finds, was caused by failure of three 
aids that had been set up to promote safety. 

The first was the failure of the radio ser- 
vice to give pilots a continuous beam when 
they were approaching the Kansas City air- 
port in overcast skies. The Cutting plane 
and one immediately preceding it were de- 
layed because, just as the first plane ap- 
proached the port and needed the continu- 
ous beam, it was cut off while weather re- 
ports were broadcast. 

Second, the beam at the Kirksville field, 
to which the Cutting plane was finally or- 
dered, was not working properly, because the 
Air Commerce Bureau had not inspected it. 
Third, the airway lights, which might have 
been of assistance, failed the pilot -because 
their voltage had been cut down, against the 
advice of air line operating officials. 

The picture drawn by the Senate commit- 
tee is that of a pilot and his passengers sent 
to their death through Government ineffi- 
ciency and neglect. 

Why was this’ The investigators, after 
hearing much testimony, conclude that poli- 
tics within the bureau was the prime cause. 
Good men were discharged to make way for 
others. One of the best men ever with the

bureau, T. B. Bourne, protested and was told 
that he “should be willing to step out of the 
Government service after nine years and 
give some of the boys on relief a chance.” 


He was also told that he “was not in accord | 


with the New Deal.” 

The investigators conclude, after hearing 
the cases of five key men who lost their 
jobs, that “in the last two years, the man who 
worked each day sufficiently to get by that 
day had less chance of being dismissed than 
the one who, as a member of the bureau, 
would energetically work long hours to car- 
ry out the functions prescribed in the Air 
Commerce Act.” 

This is devastating—politics and favorit- 
ism used to play with people's lives. No- 
where could that be worse than in the air 
service. It was doubly unfortunate because 
it occurred in the transition period of avia- 
tion, when the old method of ground guid- 
ance was being supplanted by instrument 
flying. All the technical skill in the world 
was needed. And politics took charge of the 
air service! 

The Cutting plane was not the only one. 
There was thi8 year’s crash of the Sun Rac- 
er in Pennsylvania, presumably because the 
Pittsburgh "beam failed the pilot. The full 
story of that has not been told. Many pilots 
have reported close calls, because of ineffi- 
ciency or stupidity in Government service. 

Will America as a nation ever fly? There 
are writers who argue that we will not, be- 
cause of the fear of too many people. We 
never shall fly as a nation, never make the 
use of air service that we should, unless the 
aids the Government sets up are manned by 
the highest type of efficiency instead of by 
politics and favoritism. 


All Right, All Right

HE brand of coffee which has made such 
yi contribution to civilization through its 
sponsorship of Maj. Bowes on the radio will 
have to find another program, for the Ma- 
jor has decided that, beginning Sept. 1, he 
will give his all to promote the sale of a 
well-knéwn make of car. The manufactur- 
er of the-car, incidentally, will pay $16,000 
a week for the Major’s services, exactly 
double what the coffee company has been 
willing to ante up. 

In giving the gong to the coffee roaster, 
Maj. Bowes is parting with a sponsor who 
has elevated him to the position of radio’s 
premier attraction. He himself would say, 
no doubt, that his program made good on 
its own merits, and has been worth much 
more than $7500.a week to his sponsor. 

At any rate, the parting of the Major and 
the coffee company should be comparable 
to the parting of Pyramus and Thisbe, of 
Orpheus and Eurydice, or of Damon and 
Pythias. For the Major is quoted as saying 
that their relations have been completely 
harmonious, “nor has there ever been any 
discussion whatever as to compensation.” 

That last. statement really gets us. Just 
how did the Major and the coffee roaster 
“contact” each other on this proposition? 
Since the matter of compensation has never 
been discussed at any time by the Major 


and his sponsor, we are considerably puz- 
zied to ascertain just how the figure of 
$7500 a week was arrived at. 

Are we to understand that the coffee 
roaster was so big-hearted that he just 
tossed $7500 at the Major each week with- 
out any preliminary “discussion” ? 

Then what about all those grocery chains, 
restaurants and individual coffee inhausters 
who have sworn in gratitude to the Major 
to sell or swig none but his sponsor's 
brand? Almost every Sunday night, the 
radio audience is informed that the Ladies’ 
Sewing Circle of Hambone, Ariz., or the 
Whiffletree Eats Shoppe of Kamchatka, 
Wis., will henceforth use only the Mocha 
Bowes made famous. These Bowef fans 
have now been left holding the coffee bag. 

However, we are not pointing the finger 
of scorn at the Major. If somebody offered 
us 15 grand a week, we'd joyfully sponsor 
anything from corn plasters to tick erad- 
icatots. But we're still mystified as to how 
the Major’s pay was fixed by his new spon- 
sor. Since he never discusses such sordid 
matters as compensation, we assume that 
when the auto manufacturer asked him to 
take over his product, the man who watches 
the wheel of fortune spin each Sabbath eve 
imagined he was on the air, and just an- 
swered automatically, “All right, all right.”

drawing to a close, Floyd Gibbons 


arrived like a herald angel on a 
big private plane he had chartered 
in Berlin from a German pilot- 
owner, and made loud inquiries at 
the Lettish air headquarters for 
extra supplies of oil and fuel, con- 
centrated foodstuffs and maps of 
Soviet Russia. Then he “wert to 
ground” in a suite in Riga’s best 
hotel. Meanwhile his minions—the 
Tribune had two or three men in 
Riga—went about muttering mys: 
teriously of daring plans. Within 
three days the trick began to work, 
|.and Litvinov summoned Floyd to 
the Soviet Legation. “I learn,’ he 
said severely, “that you are con- 
templating an act of deplorable 
rashness.” There was a gleam in 
Floyd's good eye, then it became 
as expressionless as the patch he 
wears over the other’s empty socket, 

a souvenir of a German machine- 

gun bullet 

“T don’t know what you're talk- 
ing about,” he said coldly. 

Litvinov put a deprecating finger 
to his nose. “This is a small town,” 
he said, “and we have ways of hear- 
ing things. Your secret has leaked 
out, Mr. Gibbons, and I know that 
you intend to fly to Moscow and 
try to land on the Red Square.” 

Floyd simulated confusion, 
said nothing. 

“Do you realize,” continued Lit- 
vinov, pursuing his advantage, 
“that you will probably be met bya 
hail of bullets, and that if you 
should succeed in landing you will 
be immediately imprisoned?” 

Floyd muttered something about 
a white flag and a friendly spirit. 

“Nonsense,” said Litvinov 
brusquely. “You cannot risk your 
life like this, and besides, it might 
create an unfortunate incident at 
' this stage of the negotiations.” 

' “Then I knew I had him,” says 
Floyd, “and shot the works.” 

He spoke bitterly of secret agents 
tracking reporters and of his duty 
to the Tribune to be first with the 
news, of his contempt for personal 
danger and his determination to let 
|no thought of risk interfere with 
| his appointed mission. He was elo- 

quent; and Litvinov was convinced. 

He beleved that Floyd really meant 

to fly at once to Moscow. As it 

happened, he had just’ granted 
vises to two American correspond- 
ents of distinctly “pink” sympathies 
who were to leave the following 
day, without waiting, like the rest 
of.the bourgeois reporters, for ne- 
gotiations to end. He told this to 

Gibbons and added, “Suppose you 

went with them and abandoned 

your dangerous enterprise.” 

Floyd stuck it out. He would re- 
quire the plane, he said, for visiting 
the Volga. In the Tribune's code, 
speed came first of all. Litvinov 
spoke hopefully of special trains, 

and Gibbons yielded with reluc- 
tance. 

He reached Moscow a full week 
and the Volga 10 days before the 
rest of us, and his exclusive stories 
of the famine were reproduced in 
35 countries of the world. Neither 
of his “pink” colleagues thought of 
sending back stuff by train and 
messenger from the places they vis- 
ited or even from some of the larger 
cities by telegraph, as Gibbons did, 

to be transmitted by cable from 
Moscow, and the frantic messages 
their offices sent them when 
Floyd's stuff was burning up the 
cables followed them two or three 
days late all along their journey. 

“But would you have taken a 
chance on flying?” I asked Floyd 
afterwards. 

“T would,” he said cheerfully, “but 
when I hired that German plane 
in Berlin the pilot made an absolute 
stipulation that on no account 
would he fly over Soviet territory, 

not even across the edge. As it was 

I had to put up a bond of $5000 be- 

fore he would fly to Riga.”

ET those painful days in Mos- 

cow were not wholly wasted, be- 

cause I read an article in Pravda 
'which gave me a key, not only to 
'the famine situation, but to an un- 
derstanding of the Russian charac- 
‘ter. The article was written by a 
rather naive Soviet correspondent 
who, I think, was on the same spe: 
cial Volga inspection train as Floyd 
Gibbons and his two mute col- 
leagues and Kalinin, President of 
the Soviet Republic. The Pravda 
correspondent expressed surprise 
that there were no acute evidences

War and the civil war. The country 
was in the grip of a food famine, es- | 
pecially in the larger cities,-for the 
smaller villages were using all avail 
able food for themselves, and there 
was no other supply: ‘The American | 
Relief Administration took charge and 
helped the situation considerably, and 
the introduction by the Soviet rezime 
of the New Economic Policy a/so | 
h Vv ditions 
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of famine in the towns and vil- 
lages they visited,. but in each one 
they Were ‘told that conditions 
in the next village were ap- 
palling, that men, women and 
children were dying like flies, and 
that the n.ost horrible cases of can- 
nibalism had already occurred, 
“When, however,” he _ said, “we 
came to this next village, things 
were no worse than what we had 
already seen, but they im turn told 
us that the most horrible sights 
and scenes were to be found some- 
where else, and there is no doubt,” 
he concluded, “that the drouth has 
caused a complete and disastrous 
failure of all crops, that the death 
toll this winter, unless relief on 
the widest scale is forthcoming, 
may total tens of millions, but none 
of the appalling stories which have 
reached Moscow and which are 
current here, have yet been sub- 
stantiated by facts: within my 
knowledge and observation.” 


Reading between the lines of this 
story, I came to a conclusion which 
I have never had occasion to mod- 
ify, to-wit, that the Russians are a 
romantic folk whose- innate sense 
of drama is stronger than their re- 
gard for truth. The average Rus- 
sian would sooner tell you what you 
want to hear, especially if he sus- 
pects that you want to hear some- 
thing lurid, than any plain, unvar- 
nished fact. He is not consciously 
lying or trying deliberately to de- 
ceive—is, indeed, indignant if ac- 
cused of such—but the division in 
his mind between romance and 
reality is more nebulous than with 
Western nations. Or perhaps it is 
that the Russian is polite and 
strives to please. Whatever be the 
reason, the fact remains that if 
foreign visitors ask Russians for 
tales of horror, misery, and woe, 
they will hear them in full meas- 
ure, pressed down and _ running 
over. If, however, ‘the foreigner 
seeks evidence that the Five-Year 
Plan is succeeding and that all 
is for the best in the best of all 
Bolshevik worlds, the native will 
provide that too, a little more re- 
luctantly, perhaps, because the Rus- 
sian soul is ever prone to gloom, 
but with enough chapter and verse 
to be convincing. Few foreigners 
understand this quirk of the Rus- 
sian character, which perhaps ac- 
counts for the fact that :so many 
of them talk and write such prepos- 
terous nonsense about Russia. And 
that most of them take home from 
Russia the proofs of what they 
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went to find there, whether it is 
paradise for the peasant and work- 
er, or hell on earth for all. 


The most illuminating story about 
Russia, which every foreign visitor 
should learn by heart before ar- 
rival, is that of the Potemkin vil- 
lages. Catherine the Great’s Gen- 
erals had conquered the Crimea 
and flung the Moslem power back 
towards Constantinople. But the 
cost in lives and money had been 
great and her Imperial Majesty was 
fretful. She had reached, more- 
over, an age when she began to 
wonder whether her august position 
did nof bulk larger in the eyes of 
her lovers than her own maturing 
charms. Even Empresses are hu- 
man, and her shrewd Chamberlain, 
Potemkin, who knew his royal mis- 
tress more intimately than any of 
her courtiers since Orlov’s down- 
fall, decided that she needed diver- 
sion. He proposed a triumphant 
excursion to the Crimea, and Cath- 
erine eagerly accepted. 


Then Potemkin summoned the di- 
rectors of the Imperial Theater and 
the scene-shifters and the stage 
carpenters. Her Imperial Majesty, 
he said, would travel slowly in 
royal dignity and comfort, but they 
must move fast and hustle. At two- 
day intervals along the chosen 
route, say 50 miles apart, they 
must construct villages where a 
gay and happy peasantry would 
meet their gracious Queeg with 
dance and song. Money, Potemkin 
added, was no object, and supplies 
and transport would be forthcom- 
ing. But if the dance and sonz 
rang false and Her Majesty was 
not pleased with the homage of her 
subjects, well, there would be a lot 
of vacancies in the theatrical busi- 
ness in the near future. History re- 
lates that Catherine was delighted 
by her journey and returned home 
enlivened by the knowledge of her 
subjects’ happiness and love for 
her, their Empress. 

This: story should be a “must” 
for all students of Russian af- 
fairs, past, present or future; 
and there is another, more legend- 
ary, but no less apt, to sharpen and 
complete its lesson. As Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen tells it, to the court 
of a great king there came two 
craftsmen who set up a loom and 
went through the motions of weav- 
ing cloth. The timbers of the loom 
were visible, but there was no sign 
of warp or woof or any thread. 
They were weaving, they declared, 
a magic cloth of gold and jewels, 
but only those could see it whose 
loyaly to their lord the King was 
entire and perfect. So everyone 
said they saw it and vied with each 
other in admiration for its beauty. 
Even the King came and said he 
saw it, too, and vouchsafed his royal 
praise to the busy craftsmen. Then 
they went through the motions of 
cutting the wondrous cloth = and 
sewing it into robes and presented 
it to His Majesty for a great pro- 
cession through his city. The King 
and his courtiers rode forth in sol- 
emn state to the blare of silver 
trumpets and the roll of drums, and 
all the population bowed in wonder 


before their monarch and his nobles 
in their shining robes. Save one 
small child, who cried shrilly on 
his mother’s arm, “But, Mummy, 
they are naked. Take me home.” 

I have been 15 years in Russia 
and I wish to cast no stones, but 
I still think that this tale and that 
of Potemkin’s villages are useful 
baggage for the Soviet's foreign 
guests.

Samara was 
a familiar name to me because lI 


Volga town I visited 
once I be- 


first 
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had met in Riga some Lettish refu- 
gees newly come from that once 
rich metropolis of Volga trade. They 
told me that conditions were ap- 
palling, that hordes of hungry 
peasants had descended upon the 
city like a swarm of locusts, and 
they described with graphic ghast- 
liness how the starving mob had 
torn cab horses limb from limb in 
the city streets and devoured the 
raw and quivering flesh. I wrote 
this story ‘from Riga, all in good 
faith, and it was printed on the 
front page of the New York Times, 
God help me! 

When I came to Samara, the first 
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halting for a rest after be- 
ing driven out of Poland. 


thing I saw, and smelt, was a refu- 
gee camp of about 15,000 peasants 
in a big open space outside the rail- 
road station. Sure enough, these 
poor wretches had flocked in from 
surrounding villages when they 
knew beyond doubt that the crop 
had failed, when their own meager 
stocks of food were exhausted and 
they knew that to stop where they 
were meant swift and certain death. 
The adults were wan and haggard, 
but far less dreadful than the chil- 
dren, who looked like spiders with 
fat, bloated bellies and thin, shriv- 
eled limbs. That came from eating 
clay and bark and refuse, which 
they were unable to digest. 

But this was no ravening swarm 
of locusts rushing to devour raw 
flesh. Like cattle in a drouth they 
waited apathetic for death, and like 
cattle there went up from their mul- 
titude a moaning of despair, word- 
less but incredibly mournful. They 
sat there in their dust and squalor, 
waiting for death, without food or 
shelter, and the only movement 
among them was the steady train 
of stretcher bearers carrying off the 
dead to burial. Few, save the chil- 
dren, died of actual hunger, but 
typhus, cholera, dysentery, typhoid 
and scurvy, the diseases of mal- 
nutrition, took their plenteous toll. 
Right across from this herd of 
moribund humanity there was a 
food market, separated from their 
encampment by a narrow dirt track 
where there lounged one policeman 
with a rifle. It was only a little 
market, the first fruits of N. E. 
P.’s new private enterprise, but 
there was fish for sale for those 
who had money to buy it, and vege- 
tables and flour and griddle cakes 
fried ‘in fat, and even roasted 
meat, whose savory smell was car- 
ried by the breeze across the nar- 
row road to the camp of starving 
peasants, who neither moved nor 
seemed to care. Tear horses 
in pieces, these poor sheep? 
They lacked strength or ener- 
gy to cross that narrow 
road or face the sentry’s 
rifle and seize what might have 
been half a meal for half of them 
from the market’s meager stocks. 
The local authorities gave them 
such rations as they could, black 
bread, two ounces daily, and hot 
water in which bones and Shins of 
animals had been boiled—you could 
not cali it soup. No medical at- 
tendance or medicine or care, save 
stretcher-bearers to remove the 
dead, and for each one that died 
there came five more, trudging 
slowly afoot from the country-side, 
with the same gray dust on their 
clothes and beards, the same hag- 
gard eyes of disease and hunger and 
the same faint languid movements 
of despair. 


HAT’S what happens in Russian 

famines, and Chinese famines, 

too, as Pearl Buck tells us in that 
book of hers, the good book she 
wrote first. When they see that 
the crops have failed, they drift 
away from the villages, not rave- 
nous like the locusts, but helpless 
like sheep, without goal or purpose, 
knowing only that it is death to 
remain, and perhaps a hope, how- 
ever slim, of life if they move 
away. Ali along the Volga they 
were moving through the dust un- 
der the blank blue sky by tens and 
hundreds of thousands, and across 
the steppes of the North Caucasus 
and the. rich black earth of the 
Ukraine. It is said that 5,000,000 
souls took part in that dreadful ex- 
odus, moved less by hunger itself 
than by their knowledge of hunger 
to come, and that disease killed 10 
of them for every one who died of 
hunger, and killed others, too, by 
thousar?s in the towns and cities 
to which they came with their load 
of pestilence and woe. The Soviet 
authorities reckoned, and their fig- 
ures were checked by the A. R. A. 
and Nansen’s Red Cross Relief, that 
upwards of 30,000,000 people were 
made destitute by the Great Famine 


of 1921, that is to say, that all this . 


vast number would have died with- 
out relief. The Soviet claimed it 
fed 13,000,000 souls at the peak of 
its relief work, and the A. R. A. 
peak was 11,500,000. Nansen and 
the Quakers and other aids fed 
2,500,000 more, a total of 27,000,000. 
When I say “fed.” I mean gave 
them a daily ration sufficient to 
keep them alive, if their weakened 
forces could resist disease. Per- 
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haps 1,000,000 souls, most of them 
children, died of actual starvation— 
I think that figure is too high—but 
6,000,000 more fell vic- 
tim to epidemics. 

It is easy to see how completelv 
the Soviet authorities of the Volga 
towns were overwhelmed by this in- 
vasion, which might well have taxed 
the resources of a prosperous and 
efficient administration. The Sov- 
iets on the Volga were far from 
that, and the towns and cities of the 
North Caucasus and the Ukraine 
were in no better plight. As I have 
said, the most striking character- 
istic of all Riissia at that period 
was exhaustion. The whole country 
was on the verge of succumbing to 
the triple strain of Civil War, Mili- 
tary Communism, and the attempt 
at management by people who 
lacked the necessary training, abil- 
ity and experience. The spur of 
war and the frantic belief in the 
rightness of the Communist Cause 
had kept them going before, al- 
though hundreds were broken by 
excessive effort: but once the pres- 
sure was relaxed it seemed as if 
the whole country was paralyzed by 
nervous reaction. It must not be 
forgotten, too, that N. E. P. was be- 
wildering and repugnant to the best 
and bravest Communists, especially 
in the provinces, where their intel- 
lectual level was often not high 
einough for them to understand the 
necessity for the New Policy and 
Lenin’s motives in introducing it. 
They felt, as one of them told me, 
like officers of a vessel whose com- 
pass had ceased to function. “Has 
all this bitter struggle been in 
vain?” he asked me sadly, “that 
now when the victory seems won 
we are ordered to retreat and aban- 
don what we fought for?” He did 
not know, as Lenin knew, what 
price the “victory” had cost. In 
the words of Tacitus, the Bolsheviks 
and their Military Communism had 
made (of Russia) a wilderness, and 
called it peace. 

It was therefore unfair of me to 
be shocked, as I was shocked, 
by the apathy and helplessness 
of the local authorities at Sa- 
mara and the other Volga cities I 
visited, in face of the famine-refu- 
gee problem. In Samara, for in- 
stance, I went to a so-called “chil- 
dren’s home,” which was more like 
a “pound” for homeless dogs. They 
picked up the wretched children, 
lost or abandoned by their parents, 
by hundreds off the streets, and 
parked them in these “homes.” At 
the place I visited an attempt had 
been made to segregate those who 
were obviously sick or dying from 
their “healthier” fellows. The latter 
sat listlessly, 300 or 400 of them, in 
a’ dusty courtyard, too weak and 
lost and sad to move or care. Most 
of them were past hunger; one child 
of 7 with fingers no thicker than 
matches refused the chocolate and 
biscuits I offered him and just 
turned his head away without a 
sound. The inside of the house was 
dreadful, children in all stages of 
a dozen different diseases huddled 
together anyhow in the most nox- 
ious atmosphere I have ever known. 
A matron and three girls were “in 
charge” of this pest-house. There 
was nothing they could do, they said 
wearily; they had no food or money 
or soap or medicine. There were 
400 children or thereabouts, they 
didn’t know exactly, in the home 
already, and a hundred or more 
brought in daily and about the same 
number died; there was nothing 
they could do. 

“At least you could make fires 
and heat some water and attempt to 
wash them, even without soap,” I 
said indignantly, “and surely you 
can get some rations from the city 
Soviet to make soup or porridge 
for some of them.” 

The matron shrugged her shoul- 
ders. “What is the use?” she said. 
“They would die anyway.” 

At first she had tried to do some- 
thing, she said, and the city had

tried, but now there were too many, 
She suddenly stiffened into protest. 
“God has hid his face from Russia,” 
she cried. “We are being punished 
for our sins. In one month there 
will not be a soul alive along the 
Volga. I tell you and I know.” She 
slumped into a chair and buried her 
face in her hands. 


WENT away feeling sick and 

hating mysejf for being healthy 

and well fed. There was nothing 
I could do either, except write the 
story in its naked ugliness and hope 
that it would move people in Amer- 
ica and hurry their promised aid. 

Everywhere we went through the 
stricken villages there was the 
same urgent cry for haste, “Enough 
food for a week or two weeks or a 
month, and after that we die. If 
you wish to help us, help us quick- 
ly.” That was the message they 
gave us and we sent it; and Ameri- 
ca responded. The A. R. A. bought 
foodstuffs in Europe and rushed 
them to the ports of the Baltic and 
the Black Seas, and before the car- 
goes were unloaded its men were 
hurrying across Russia to take 
charge of distribution. 

The A. R. A. followed the same 
system of operation in Russia as 
had been developed in Belgium and 
post-war Europe. They selected a 
given town in each district as the 
center of their work and immedi- 
ately secured three sets of preme- 
ises: first, living quarters and of- 
fixes for their personnel; second, a 
depot or warehouse to store their 
food: third, a large hall or public 
building where the children were 
fed. I say children, because the 
Hoover Relief up to the spring of 
1922 in Russia was given only to 
children, and it was not until the 
utter destitution of the villages in 
the famine-stricken area was real- 
ized in America that the A. R. A. 
perforce broke the child-feeding rule 
and began to give aid to adults also. 
There was no choice in the matter; 
it was impossible to keep children 
afive and let their parents die. 

Nevertheless, in Moscow, and 
the larger towns of the famine area, 
the A. R. A. maintained its princi- 
ple of giving meals.to be consumed 
on the spot in the aforesaid hall 
or theater or what not, where it 
could control the ration for every 
recipient rather than distribute food 
to be taken home and cooked there, 
As I have said, they had to fol- 
low the latter course in the 
villages, but even then their sys 
tem of checks and control was 
so thorough that all save an in- 
finisesimal quantity of food went 
direct to the sufferers ‘for whom 
it was intended. 

In each provincial center there 
was formed a committee, of which 
the local A. R. A. chief was presi- 
dent, composed of representatives 
of the local Soviet—plus doc 
tors and social workers irrespective 
of their standing with the Govern- 
ment or their previous positions. 
The Litvinov-Brown agreement en- 
joined that the choice of this com- 
mittee should be left to the A. R. A. 
district chief with the proviso that 
he would do his utmost to co 
operate first of all with the local 
authorities. It was further stipu- 
lated that no member of this com- 
mittee might be arrested without 
the district A. R.A. chief being in- 
formed of the arrest and the rea- 
sons for which it was made. The 
agreement extended similar rights 
to all Russian employes of the 
A. R. A., whose number at the peak 
of the famine was over 100,000. By 
employes of the A. R.A, I do not 
mean men and women on a salary 
basis, but persons engaged in the 
food distribution from depot clerks 
to sleigh-drivers, whose status was 
really that of volunteer workers 
receiving a smal! food allowance is 
return for their services.
